Girl, 14, fatally shot near home

A14-year-old girl was killed on her way home 
from school and a second girl was wounded 
Monday afternoon in a shooting in the Back 
of the Yards neighborhood. 

The shooting happened about 4:30 p.m. 
in the 900 block of West Garfield Boule- 
vard, said Officer Thomas Sweeney, a Chi- 
cago Police Department spokesman. 

The girl who died was shot in the back 
and was pronounced dead at Comer Chil- 
dren’s Hospital, according to Sweeney and 
the Chicago Fire Department. 

Asecond girl, whose age was not immedi- 
ately confirmed, was shot in the arm and had 
her condition stabilized at St. Bernard Hos- 
pital and Healthcare Center, Sweeney said. 

Authorities hadn’t released the name of ei- 
ther girl or details of the shooting as of Mon- 
day night. But a man at the Comer emer-

gency room who said he was the stepfather 
of the girl who was killed identified her as 
Endia Martin, a freshman at Hyde Park 
Academy High School who lived around 
the corner from where she was shot. 

Kent Kennedy, who was among many 
people gathered Monday evening at the 
Comer emergency room, said Endia was on 
her way home from school not far from her 
house when a girl from another school ap- 
proached her. 

“They had words and she gunned our 
daughter down,” Kennedy said. “For what? 


What reason would another girl gun down 
another child?” 

Endia’s family believes the argument 
may have originated on Facebook, Ken- 
nedy said. 

“It’s senseless,” he said. “Kids are dying 
so young nowadays. It’s senseless. Parents 
shouldn’t have to bury no child.” 

He said the family moved Endia from 
one school to another closer to home re- 
cently to keep her safe. 

Kennedy said Endia was active in sports, 
loved music and loved to dance.

Police beef 
up weekend 
patrols with 
OT shifts

The Chicago Police Department has can- 
celed days off on weekends for dozens of cops 
on tactical, saturation and gun teams in cer- 
tain high-crime neighborhoods as violence 
has picked up in recent weeks with the arrival 
of warmer weather. 

The extra officers will work overtime on 
their days off, patrolling violence-plagued 
blocks on the South and West sides, ac- 
cording to police sources and department- 
issued memos obtained by the Tribune. The 
additional manpower will work from 6 p.m. 
to 3 a.m. on Fridays, Saturdays, Sundays and 
Mondays. 

The plan, called the Summer Surge Over- 
time Initiative, went into effect Friday night, 
the start of a weekend that saw 38 people 
shot, five fatally. 

It will mark the third consecutive spring in 
which the department has turned to overtime 
to try to tamp down the uptick in violence 
that inevitably comes with higher tempera- 
tures and more people outdoors. 

The move to add battle-tested cops from 
the tactical, saturation and gun teams comes 
on top of the 120 veteran officers working 
overtime every day of the week in 20 so-called 
impact zones in the most dangerous areas on 
the South and West sides. In addition, sev- 
eral hundred rookie cops work foot patrols in 
those same zones, which make up only 3 per- 
cent of the city’s geographic area but account 
for 20 percent of its violent crime. 

A spokesman for police Superintendent 
Garry McCarthy declined to confirm the 
decision to require certain cops on tactical, 
saturation and gun teams to work on their 
days off Friday through Monday. During a 
news conference at a Far South Side police 
station Monday, McCarthy was peppered 
with questions about the third consecutive 
violent weekend and stuck to a familiar re- 
frain, calling for stricter gun laws and noting 
the significant drops in violent crime over the 
past two years. 

McCarthy stopped short of revealing the 
department’s plans for the summer, though. 

“But I want to be clear that the strategy 
that we implemented, it’s not one size fits 
all,” he said. “There are going to be spikes 
and there are going to be valleys. We’ve got 
to keep the needle moving forward.”

Council takes aim 
at cell phone thieves

Plagued by cell phone thefts, especially on the 
CTA, Chicago aldermen endorsed a measure 
Monday that would require those who make 
money off unlocking the devices to keep re- 
cords on their customers. 

The idea is similar to a city law requir- 
ing pawn shops to track who walks through 
the door and sells them merchandise. It’s 
mostly small cell phone stores that unlock 
cell phones and tablets, which is the process 
of severing service from the original provider 
so a new owner can use it. Such stores would 
have to get identification from the person 
paying to unlock it, along with identifying 
numbers from the device. That information

would have to be reported daily to Chicago 
police. 

Anyone caught unlocking a phone without 
taking those steps could be charged a fine of 
up to $1,000 per unlocked phone. 

Last year, 12,730 phones were reported lost 
or stolen in the city, said Commander Eugene 
Roy of the Area Central Detective Division. 
About 80 percent of stolen and lost phones 
headed to the black market are unlocked at 
small cell phone stores, and the rest are un- 
locked by individuals with some computer 
skills and the right program, he said. 

The proposed ordinance, advanced Mon- 
day by the Public Safety Committee, is now 
set for a Wednesday vote by the full council.

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19 dead as tornadoes, 
storms hit Southeast 


TUPELO, Miss. On a second day of ferocious 
storms that have claimed at least 19 lives in 
the southern United States, a tornado tore 
through the Mississippi town of Tupelo on 
Monday causing widespread destruction to 
homes and businesses, according to witnesses 
and local emergency officials. 

At least one person was killed in the city of 
about 35,000 in the northeast of the state and 
the birthplace of Elvis Presley. 

Most of the deaths from the violent storms 
occurred Sunday when tornadoes tossed cars 
like toys in Arkansas and other states. 

Monday’s twister went through the north 
and west of Tupelo at about 3 p.m., damaging 
hundred of hemes anel businesses, clerening 
powe© lines and toppling trees, according ta 
the Mattanal Weather Semice.

CarMax, Virgin America and Chumash 
Casino have ended their partnerships 
with the team. Meanwhile, State Farm, 
Kia Motors America, Red Bull, Lumber 
Liquidators and Sprint have suspended ties, 


Victor Willis, the original lead singer of the Village 
People, doesn’t want the team using the group’s 
song anymore: “Sterling, you’re banned from playing 
‘Y.M.C.A, or any of my music @LAClippers games. And 
| mean it! #Clippers #BoycottClippers,” Willis tweeted. 


What happens now? 


Here’s a look at the possible 
sanctions the NBA could impose 
on Sterling, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

1.A fine. It’s safe to assume 
Sterling will be opening his 
checkbook as part of any pack- 
age of penalties the league 
intends to levy. The question is 
how many zeros will be on the 
end of the figure. 


2. Asuspension. The NBA 


Players’ Association already has 
asked the NBA to keep Sterling 
away from remaining playoff 
games this season, which would 
amount to a de facto suspen- 
sion for the remainder of the 
postseason. 


3. Put pressure on him to sell 
the team. A league source said 
it’s unlikely the NBA would try 
to compel Sterling to sell the 
team he has owned for 30 years

And while I admit I shared this 
opinion at first, I eventually realized how 
crazy I was to think such a thing. 

The players have worked all their lives 
to fulfill their dreams of playing in the 
NBA and ultimately winning a title. They 
play hard not only for themselves and 
their families but also for the fans and the 
city of Los Angeles—not Donald Sterling. 

So after consideration, the players 
decided to continue working toward their 
goal of a title and making the city proud. 

Meanwhile, the league can do its job 
and hand down the strictest punishment 
possible to Sterling, if the comments were 
his. In an act of solidarity before Sunday’s 
game, the players warmed up with their 
gear inside out and wore black socks and 
arm bands. As star guard Chris Paul told 
ABC: “Our message—it sounds simple— 
it’s stay together, play ball.” 

But that wasn’t enough for the naysayers. 
The keyboard gangsters rushed to proclaim 
the players were crazy for showing up and 
called their silent protest “weak.”
